transportation 


and other quasi-public corporations. 


It Is only reasonable to 
suppose 


that so strong a supporter of Gover- 
nor LaFollette ns Is Mr. Hall would In 
all ways protect the man who Is n 
candidate for 
rc-nomlnatlon. 
but 


•when asked to state why the hills were 
withdrawn ho said: 


After the defeat of tho two bills 


looking to an Increase of the taxes 
upon railway 
companies 
Senator 


Whltehend and myself, acting for our 
respective committees met and talk- 
ed the matter over. , while J may 
have been mistaken In doing what I 
did. after considering the matter 
I 


concluded to withdraw 
the bills. It 


was Senator Whltehcad's opinion that 
the defeat of all the tax commission 
foils pending before" the legislature 
might have an Influence to injure the 
Commission. 
These bills were not 


considered very Important, and their 
purpose was more to bring these cor- 
porations under the general plan of 
taxation ns proposed by ths commis- 
sion rather than to Increase the taxes 
upon tnis class of property. 


Committees Acted Jointly 
"There were several meetings of 


the committee nnd It was understood 
that Senator Whltehend was to notify 
tho railway 
corporations that tho 


bills would; come up for hearing and 
that the committees would meet In 
Joint session to consider tho matter. 


"Tho two committees generally met 


together. 
As chairman of the sen- 


ate and assembly committee Senator 
Whltehead and myself took the mat- 
ter up." 


Mr. Hall was asked If thero was not 


a specific agreement or arrangement 
to the pffect that these railway taxa- 
tion hills were to ho pushed In tho 
assembly, nnd If .this agreement had 
not been made between himself and 
Senator, Whltehead. 


To this qcustlon he replied: 
"No 


.such agreement or arrangement was 
made. 
Acting for our 
respective 


committee. Senator Whltehend nnd I 
took the matter up nnd hearings were 
had. 
I at first nought that 
tho 


bills could bo reported favorablv out 
of tho assembly committee and foellov 
ed that they could bo passed through 
that foodv. One of the corporation 
representatives came to me one day 
and wanted to know why tho bills were 
not reported out. 
I told him that 


they wore 
being considered every- 


day. 
Even nt that time I looked for 


,n favoniblp report nnd was as much 
surprised as any man could be whon 
the bills came out with the majority 


favoring Indellnlto postponement." 


No Help From LaFollette Men 


When Mr. Hall was asked If in his 


opinion the bills could not have been 
passed If It had not been for the fric- 
tion created by tho Stevens primary 
election bill agitation, after consider- 
ing the matter, he said: 


"No; the bills could not have hueu 


passed In tho 
senate. 
Something 


might have huon done In the assem- 
bly other than what did occur." 
He 


the bills on account oC withdrawing 
spoke of the strong lobby against 
the bills nnd asked If any of the more 
prominent 
LaFollettu 
lieutenants 


gave him any material assistance In 
the 
matter, 
confessed 
that 


they did not. 
Ho snld that Gover- 


nor LaFoIletto manifested consider- 
able Impatience at the Inaction 
of 


the committee. 


However loth Mr. Hall may bo to 


say anything which would tend 
to 


snow the maliciousness on the -part 
of tho LaFollette press and support 
which charges Senator 
Whltehead 


with responsibility fdV tho defeat of 
them from tho senate files after the 
defeat of the two most 
Important 


measures In the assembly, whore It Is 
generally understood that they were 
to bo pushed, tho fact remains that 
he was actuated by the same motives 
which characterized Whltehead. 
It 


was solely to protect the inx commls- 
slon from tho disrepute of having ev- 
ery measure Introduced by It muet de- 
feat at the hands of the legislature. 
He admits that there was a confer 
enco between himself and 
Senator 


Whltehoad nt the time the bills were 
defeated and the matter of tho with' 
drawal of the bills came up and was 
discussed t>y the two chairmen of the 
committees on assessment and collcc- 
tlon .of taxes. 


The railway taxation bills ns well 


as those Imposing additional 
taxes 


upon other quasi public corporations, 
were known as having originated with 
the tax commission and were advo- 
cated by tho commission. 
The de- 


feat sustained when tho two princi- 
pal features were "Killed after many 
hearings nnd arguments all tended 
to bring tho findings of tho commlsBion 
not only under .favorable discussion, 
but In the opinion of -members of the 
legislature favorable to tho commis- 
sion the defeat of the remaining bills 
would nppoar like a direct slap at the 
commission, which would have n ten- 
dency to bring It into dlsreputo and 
Impair its serviceability to the state. 


Hall-Stands By Whltehead 


In this conectlon It can ho 
said 


Senator Whltehend has 
repeatedly 


given his reasons why. as chairman 
of the committee and acting for it. he 
made tho motion to 
withdraw tho 


bills. 
The statement of 
Assembly- 


mnn Hall reinforces tho declaration 
of Senator Whltehead nnd shows con- 
clusively the falsity of the charge of 
Imputing the honesty of Whltehead's 
purposes. 


So far as the political significance 


of the entire-matter Is 
concerned. 


Senator Whltehoad as well as Assem- 
blyman Hall, know where ho stood af- 
ter noses had been counted, nnd tho 
only 
political mistake 
nindo wns 


not to forco some of the "reform" 
senntors to disclose their position tho 
presrfit administration -a.ro 
today 


wou]d have como with 
convincing 


force to the people of Wisconsin ns 
showing tho protonsos and hypocrlcy 
of at least some of tho men. who, 
In their onorts to obtain a re-nomlnn- 
tlon on the LaFoIletto wagon or 
In 


their attempts 
to continue 
on tho 


iiuostlon of taxation when they had 
speeches prepared In opposition to 
the tax commission measure to bo de- 
livered on the floor of tho 
senate. 


Thoro Is no guess work about this 
for some of the speeches of some of 
these loading exponents of 
reform 


can bo produced If necessary. 


By the withdrawal of the hills, act- 


Ing In good faith to protect the best 
Interests of tho tax commission. Sen- 
ator Whltohead and somo other men

How It Happened 


The accident occurred at a point 


Just where the roadbed starts to go 
up the steep Incline of the mountain 
and was at a short curve whore the 
road was the steepest. 


In some way one of thn cars 
at 


the rear of the train became detached 
and ran away down the Incline Into 
the car ahead. ' The collision broke 
tne coupling of the ear in front and 
ilio two smashed Into the car ahead. 


Goes Off Track 


Both cars were going at lightning 


speed and the first car swung off the 
track at the curve, turning complete- 
ly over and crushing tho life out of 
some of the passengers. Tho other 
two oars kept tho track for a' short 
distance and then turned over on their 
sides across the rails.
